Students are no longer required 
to have their counselors’ signature 
on class schedules. This was the 
decision reached during a recent 
meeting of the faculty of Saint 
Joseph’s College. 

The reasons for this change in 
policy were learned during recent 
Stuff interviews with Father 
Charles Robbins, registrar, and 
Mr. Thomas Ryan, head of the 
guidance department. 

According to Fr. Robbins, it 
was felt that it is primarily 
the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to see to it that he has 
fulfilled all of his require- 
ments. Fr. Robbins also felt 
that in many instances the 
schedules were signed by 
counselors in a hurried man- 
ner so that the students were 
not able to be adequately ad- 
vised. He also emphasized that 
counseling is a “service” ren- 
dered by the school, and is not 
to be forced on any student. 

Mr. Ryan re-emphasdzed this 
last statement of Fr. Rabbins by 
pointing out that the policy of the 
guidance department is to “urge 
and encourage” students to seek 
help when necesisary, but never 
force them to do so. 'He said that

Registrar Clarifies Draft Policy 
Concerning All Full-Time Students 

They will interpret tfiis 


each year, 
to mean that over the course of 
each semester the student will 
carry one-eighth of his hours, so 
'that in the course of eight semes- 
ters, he will have completed his 
hours for graduation. Students, 
therefore, who are carrying the 
minimum of twelve hours for each 
semester may find themselves- in 
trouble with the local board at the 
end of the semester. This, per- 
haps, would not affect graduating 
seniors, but there is no guarantee 
that it would not affect them also. 


While twelve credit hours may 
be satisfactory for the require- 
ments of a full-time student at 
Saint Joseph’s College, it may not 
be satisfactory for the require- 
ments of your local draft board. 
Such was the gist of a statement 
recently released from the Office 
of the Registrar. The statement 
as quoted by Father Robbins is as 
follows; 

“While a minimum full-time 
program is twelve hours a semes- 
ter, many of the draft boards will 
expect a student to be making 
normal progress toward his degree

“The Glass Menagerie,” a Ten- 
nessee Williams play presented 
in the Saint Joseph's College 
auditorium Saturday evening by 
the Indiana Theatre Company, is 
thought to have been a dramati- 
zation by the author of his own 
tragic home situation in St. Louis 
in (the early 1930’s.
